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Q State, if you know, whether prior to the campaign against

A Yes, the Hinsatzgruppe, just described by me, and Einsatzkommandos 
were used in the “ussian campaign, according to a written agreement between 
the OKW, OKH and RSHA. 

Q Do you know that there was such a written agreement? 

A I was repeatedly present during the discussions which I and 
Schellenberg had with the OKH and OKW, and also I had a written copy 
of this agreement in my own hande 

Q uxplain to the Tribunal who Schellenberg was; what position, 
any, did he occupy? 

A Schellenberg was the Chief of Amt VI in the RSHA at the time 
that he was conducting his confsrences on Heydrich'ts Commission.

A As far a3 the question of Jews and Comnunists is concerned, the

Q What were their instructions with respect to the Jews and the 
Communist functionaries? 

A They were instructed that in the working field of the Einsatz Group 


the Jews should be liquidated, as well as the political sovict Commissars,

Q Prior to the opening of the Soviet Campaign, did you attend a 
conference at Pretz?

Q So that before you commenced to march into Soviet Russia, you 
received orders at this conference to exterminate the Jews and Communist 
functionaries, in addition to the regular professional work of the Security 
Police and SD; is that correct?

A Yes» Himmler informed me before the beginning of the Russian 
Campaign that Hitler, in a conversation with the High Command, had stated his 
aim and had commanded them to act accordingly. 

Q So that you can testify that the Chiefs of the Army Groups and Armic 


had been similarly informed of these orders for the liquidation of the vews

originated with Himmler, but since this liquidation took place in the 
operational region of the High Command of the Army, the Army was asked to 
support these measures.

A The actual purpose of these vans could not be recognized 
from outside. They were disguised as trailers. They were so 
constructed that when the motor was running the gas was conducted 
to the van and brought about the death of the occupants in 10 to 
15 minutes. 

Q Explain in detail just how one of these vans was used 
for an execution, 

A The vans were loaded with the victims and driven to the 
place of burial, which usually was the same as that used for the 
mass executions. The time needed for the transportation was long 
enough for their death. 

Q How were the victims induced to enter the vans? 

A They were told that they were to be transported to another 
locality. 

Q How was the gas turned on? 

A Iam not familiar with the technical details. 


Q How long did it take to kill the victims ordinarily? 
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A About 10 to 15 minutes, and the victims suffered 
no pain.

A The vans were various sizes, anywhere from 15 to 25 
persons.

The form 1, legal situation is different fran that which appears in this 
chart, Party and state offices are amalganated in this chart. Under this 
designation neither laws nor dverees were a legil bisis, None of these came 
from this orgeniz:tion, That is cue to the faet thet the State Police, in 
their ministericl cnpacity, were suborcinats to the iinistry of the Interior, 
whereas the SD, despite this recnizotion, was on organ of the Party. 

Therefore, if I wished to reproduce tiuis chart as it legolly should be, I 
should have to set, in ploce of cmt IV, the imt Political Police of the previous 
Hauptamt Sicherheitspoligei, This office, politicsl police, existed formally 
to the very und, «nd it hed been preceded by the Police Department of the

A First, a genoral example in order to make things clear. Himmicr 
Ciscovered through exmerience that more and more sabotcurs were being 
dropped from planes in Germany and were endangering transportation and 


factoricese He told this to Kaltenbrunner and instructed him to make his 
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subdivisions aware of this fact and to take measures to sce to it that 


these sabotcurs should be climinated as soon and as completely as possible. 
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Kaltenbrunner instructed Amt IV, that is to say the State 
Police, with the preparation of the necessary order to the regional 
offices. This order was drawn up by the appropriate office in Amt IV 
and was transmitted by Mueller, or what is more probable, because of 
the importance of the question and the necessity of bringing the 
attention of the other offices to this fact, gave the order to 
Kaltenbrunner, who signed it and passed it én to the regional offices 
in the Reich. 

On the basis of this order, for example, it was determined that 
the State Police offices should report on the measures they were 
taking, as well as on their effects. These reports went back through 
the same channels from the regional offices to the experts in Amt IV, 
thence to the Chief of Amt IV, thence to the Chief of the RSHA 
Kaltenbrunner, and thence to the Chief of the German Police Himmler. 

Q And finally, will you give a specific example of a typical 
transaction handled through the channels indicated on the chart? 

A The example of the arrest of the leaders of the left 
parties after the events of the 20th of July. This order was also 
transmitted from Himmler to Kaltenbrunner. Kaltenbrunner passed it 
on to Amt IV and this order was formulated by Amt IV, signed by 
Kaltenbrunner and sent to the regional offices. The reports were 
returned from the subordinate offices back to the higher offices 
along the same channels.

A First of all the exclusion of spectators. Secondly, the 
carrying out of the executions in a military way. Thirdly, an easy 
carrying out of the transportation and execut:,on in order to avoid 
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unnecessary emotional disturbances. Fourthly, the supervision of 
the handling of objects of value to avoid any exploitation. Of 
course, there were individual events during these matters that I 
do not recall now. At any rate, these measures were designed to 
avoid any mistreatment, either physical or spiritual.

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Q Can you tell me who was responsible for the arrest of Schacht? 
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A That I can't say. 
Q Then you don't know whether the arrest came through the Fuehrer 
or Himmler or through a lesser office? 
A It is impossible through a lesser office. 
Q Then you assume through the Fuehrer? 
At least by Himmler. 
DR. STAHMER (Counsel for Defendant Goering): 
Q If I heard correctly, you said at the beginning of 1933, after 
the taking up of power by Hitler, the Gestapo was created in Prussia, 
but before that time there was an institution which had a similar mission 
in Prussia; for instance, especially in Berlin. 
A It was against National Socialism and the other way around, yes. 
Q It had the mission to protect the state against political 
enemies. You said further, in 1933, after the taking up of power, the 
other countries of Germany then in 1933, after the taking over of power 
in the other countries or states of Germany, a political police was 
instituted? 
A Yes, in the year 1933-193h. 
Q Then the political police which was created after 193 -- it 
was put into a comprehensive scope under Himmler? 
A At first they were not drawn together, but Himmler became the 
chief of all the countries -- of the police of all tne countries. 
Q Naw, the Prussian Gestapo was considered a leader only before 
3934? After Himmler took over the leadership it wasn't considered a model? 
A I do not believe that the Prussian State Police which Reichs— 
marshal Goering led was not considered a model for the rest of the 
countries. 
DR. KRANZBUEHLER (Counsel for Defendant Raeder): I am speaking 
for Admiral Raeder. 
Q You just said that the speech of the tuchrer before the 
commanders=in-chief in which the Fuehrer instructed the commander -in-chief 
regarding the liquidation of Jews -- which conference do you inean by that? 
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A A conference shortly before the Russian campaign which took 
place with the comnanders-in--chief, 

Q And row about the Wehrmacht commanders-in-chief? 

A No. 

Q Were you there? 

A No. I repeat what I heard in a conversation with Himmler. 

Q And this conversation with Himmler: was that before many 
people or was it personai? 

A It was a personal conversation, 

Q Private conversation. Did you have the impression that Himmler 
repeated facts, or do you consider it possible that he told you for your 
difficult task -- a pep-salk, so to speak? 

A No. The conversation took place much later and did not come 
from such motives, but Himmler wanted to give expression that some of the 
Wenrmacht generals could not deviate fron things that had taken place and 
were taking place, because they had the same responsibility as all the rest. 

Q And when did tiis conversation take place? 

A In May, at Flensburg, 1915, 

DR. SERVATIUS (For the Organization of the Political Leaders) : 

Q Regarding the order of the apparatus t he RSHA had to carry through 
its measures according to the local offices, was there a special channel 
or were the channels of the organization of the political leaders involved, 
or was the channel through the leadership corps? Did the orders go to the 
gauleitung or kreisleitung? 

A I don't know about that. I do not consider it possible. 

Q You gonsider it impossible that the kreisleitung was informed? 

A You asked me what the channels were; you did not ask me whether 
they were informed, 

Q Were these departments or offices informed on the others? 

A Either inspectors or Gestapoleiter or SA leaders were considered 
political expurts of the gauleiter, and these officials or people were 


obligated to give the gauleiter reports on the activity. Just how intensively 
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that was carried on I don't know. I had no way to check, but it depends 
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on the activity and the kind of cooperation that went on between the 


gauleiter and his experts, But it is not considered possible that the 


state police on the whole could not carry on this activity without the 


responsible Party members -- without their knowledze. 

Q Did the reports from Low to high work in the same way? 

A The cadets were without the state police, I am convinced, because 
these were matters of the Reichs; that is, such intensive working tozether 
would not exist as between the gauleiter and his men. 

Q I also represent the Defendant Sauckel. Uc you know about the 
putting in of alien workers? 

A Superficially, 

DR. BABELL (Counsel for the SS and ¢ 

Q This morning you mentioned numbers of figures from 3,000 snd 
30,000 of the Security Police, I would now like to ascertain how these 
figures are to be interpreted or to be taken. The 3,000 members of the 
Security Police which you mentioned this morning, are they the complete 
pessonnel at that time, or are they only those parties which were active 
mobile units that you mentioned? 

A No. Altogether the total number, including aal personnel, includin; 
female help. 

Q And the 30,000 which you talked about a little while ago, some 
were honorary positions which were used only in the interior -—- only in 
Germany? 

A Yes, as a rule, yes; and essential parts where there were not 
SS or not Party members, 

Q How large was the part of the mobile units which took part in 
the executions for the SD? 


A SD had mo mobile units, There were only particular members 
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of the SD anc they were commanded to work with these offices. The SD 
was its owm department, and it was not independently working. 

Q And how many of those people? 

A Very small. In ny estimate, two to three SD men were active, 

Q Now, I'd like some information and I need information regarding the 
membership of the SS. Do you have any knowledge? 

A Wo, I have no idea. 

Ihnese EHinsatzgrupnen--were there some people of the Waffen SS and 

other affiliated groups of the SS taking part? 

A As I said this morning, in each Rinsatz group, or rather each 
Einsatz group should have a company of Waffen SS, 

Q A company. And what was the membership of that company at that time? 

A I do not know the exact strength of the Waffen SS, but in my case, 
my particular case, about a hundred men.

Q Now, a personel questione From whom did you have the orders of the 
liquidation of the Jews and so forth? From vhom did you receive them? 

In what form? 

A Wy mission was not liquidation, but I had the staff of the Hinsatz 
commando, and the Einsatz commando had had from Berlin those orders from 
Vimmler, Heydrich, and Streckenbache They had received this order from 
Terlin, and this order was again given by Himmler at Nikolaieve 

Q You personally were not concerned with the execution of these order: 

A I led the Einsatz group, and in that sphere I had the mission to se 
how the Einsatz commandos were carrying through the orders that they had 
received. 

Did you have no thought, no qualms, against these 

Yes, I certainly did. 

And how is it that they were carried out regardless? 
Because it was impossible for me to see that a subordinate 


leader can not carry through the orders that were given to hin by the 
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leadership of the state, 


Q You had that Opinion by yourself or Secretly, and this same position

In april or perhaps the beginning of liny, 1942, Eichmmnn told me

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sponsible members of the Slovakian Goverment. He visited Minister 
Macht and the then lMinisterpresident Tugase At that time he gave 
the Slovakian Government assurance that these Jews would be troated 
decently and humanely in Polish ghettos, and this was the specified 
wish of the Slovakian Goverment. .\s a result of this assurance 
about 35,000 Jews were taken from Czechoslovakia into Poland, The 
Slovakian Government made efforts to see that these Jews would be 
treated humanelys especially did they made efforts on behalf of Jews 
who had been converted to Christianity, 

Ministerpresident Tugas repeatedly asked me to come to him and 
expressed the wish that a Slovakian delegation visit the regions in 
which the Slovakian Jews were, supposedly, This wish of Tugas I 
transmitted to Eichmann, and the Slovakian Governnent was notified 
of this, Eichmann zave an evasive ansviere 

At the end of July or perhaps the besinning of August I went to 
him in Berlin and asked him emphatically to grant the reauest of the 
Slovakian Government regarcing the Jews, I pointed out to him that 
in the forcign countrics there were rumors that all Jews in Poland 
would be annihilated. I further pointed out to hin that the Pope 
intervened with the Slovakian Governments I further pointed out to 
him that such a proceeding, if it actually had taken place, would 
damage German prestive in the forcicn countries, and for these many 
reasons I please asked him to grant the requests and after a lengthy 

discussion Eichmann told me that this request to visit the Polish 
ghettos could be granted under no cirewmstancess On my asking hin 
"Why"? he said these Jews were not alive for the most part. I asked 
him who had given this order, an order of that type, anc he said that 
it was en order of Himmler's. I begged him to show me this order, 
because I couldn't conceive that such an order was actually existing, 


Q Where were you at the time of this mecting with EBichnann? 


A This meeting with Eichmann took place in Berlin, Kurfuersten 


Strasse 116, in Eichuann's officce 


Q Proceed with the answer to the previous ucstione 
L 
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A Eichmann told me he could show me this ordor in writing if 
it would sooth my conscicnec, Ho wont to a safe and took a small 
manuscript out of it and showed me a cocument, or picce of writing, 
of Himmlcr's. In this picce of writing thcre was the following: 

The Fuchrer had coerced the final solution of the Jcwish question, 
and the Chief of the Sccurity Police and SD and the Inspector of 
Concentration Camps were cesignated as responsible for the execution 
of this order, which was as follows regarding the final solution of

Q To whom was the order addressed? 

A To the Chief of the Security Police and SD, That means to the 
office of the Chief of the SD and Sccurity Police, 

Q Was there any other addressee on this order? 

A Yesy the IMspector of the concentration camp systom, and this 
order was addressed to both of these officcrs. 

Q Did the order bear any classification for security vurposes? 
It was consicered top secrete 


What was the approximate date of this order? 


This order was dated ipril, 19:2. 


By whom was it signed, 
By Himmler personally. 
Have you personally exazined this order in Eichmann's office? 
Yes, Zichmann gave me this piece of writing and I saw the order 
mysclf.e 
Q Was any question asked br you as to the meaning of the words 
"final solution" as used in the order? 
4 Eichmann explained this concept to me. that in this 
concept of final colution the planned biological destruction of the 
Jewish race in the castern territories was meant, and in later discu= 


ssions on the same subject the same phrase was used again and againg 
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Q Vas anything said by you to Eichmann in regard to the powe 


give him under this order? 

4 Eichmann told me that he personally was commissioned with the 
execution of this order, The cxccution of this orcer brourht with it: 
all powers and was given to him by tho Chief cf the Security Police, 
and he himself was personally responsible for the exccution of this 
ordcere 

Q D aout his authority?

Q Do you know whether that orcer continuec in force anc under the 
operation of Eichmann's departinent? 

YeSe 

For how leng? 

How leng? This decree was in force until October, 19k. At 
that time Himmler gave a contrary decree regarding the annihilation cf 
he Jews and rescinced the first order, 

Q Who was the Chief of the Reichssicherhcitshaumptamt at the time 
the order was first issued? 

i. Hoydrich was the Chicf., 

Q Dic the prorram under this order continue with equal force under 
Kalten>runner? 

Yes, there was no change of any sort, no alleviation, 

State, if you know, how long Kalten>brunner knew Fichmanne 

According to varied statements by Eich I deduced that 
Kaltenbrunner knew Eichmann for a long timee Both came from Linz, and 
when Kaltenbrunner was made the Chief of the Security Police Eichmann 
mentioned his satisfaction, and he said to me at that time that he knew 
Kaltenbrunner personally very well, and that Kaltenbrunner knew his 


family from Linge 
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Q Did Bichmann ever refcr to his friendship orstanding with 


Kaltenbrunner as being helpful to him? 


A Yes, he said repeatedly that if he had any serious trouble 
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he could at any time go to Kaltenbrunner personally. He didn't need to do 
that, since his connection with his Chief, Mueller, was very cood, 

Qe Have you been present when Eichmann and Kaltenbrunner met? 

Ae Yes, at one time I saw a hearty geroeting between Fichmann and 
Xaltenbrunner and that was in February, 1945, in Eichmann's office at 
Berlin. Kaltenbrunner enme every noon for his noon meal to the Kurfuersten 


Strasse 116, and there rathered the Chiefs for commany; and on one occasion 


like that I nersonally saw that Kaltenbrunner erceeted Eichmenn heartily 


and asked about the health of Hichmann's family in Linz. 

Q- In connection with the adrinistration of his office, do you know 
to what extent Fichmann submitted matters to yarich and later to 
Kaltcnbrunner for approval? 

The ordinary channel of Eichmann to Kaltenbrunner was through 
Mueller, and reports to Kalten>runner, as far as I know, from time to time 
were made by Fichmann end submitted to Keltenbrunner. I also know that in 
the summer of 1944 he made a personal report to Kaltcnbrunner. 

Qe Did you heve an opnortunity to examine filos in Fichmenn's office? 

frequently I had the chance to look into +he files of 

Fichmann's office end I know that Eichmann questioned as to which pertained 
to his own mission and these he treated with erent cares He was a dceided 
bureaucrat, and any conference with any of his superiors was put down in 
writing and a record mate. Ee always repeated to me that the most imnort- 
ant thing was for him to be covered from above at all times. He himself 
shied away from personal responsibility and was vcry careful to have the 
responsibility with his supcriors, such as Kaltenbrunner and iueller. 

Q- In the case of a typical report roing from Eichmann's department 
throurh Mueller, Kaltenbrunner, and to Himmler, have you seen copies of 
such revorts in Eichmann's file? 

Ae Yes, such copies were in the files, and the regular channel was 
as follows: Eichmann had a sketch made throuch an expert or he made it 
himself, this sketch being to Crurenfuchrer Mueller, his superior, his 


chief. 
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Mueller either sicned it himself or left the signature to Eichmann, In 

some cases, as far as revorts to Kaltcnbrunner and Himmler were concerned, 
Meuller signed them. ‘Then the report was signed without change by 

Mueller, it was returned to Eichmann's office and then the final copy was 
made, together with a copy. This original went to Mueller for his sipnature 
and from then on it wes sent to Kaltenbrunner or Himmler. In some 
individual cases when there were reports to Himmlcr involved, Kaltenbrunner 
himself signed those reports, snd I saw conies with Kaltenbrunncr's 
Signature mysclf. 

Q- Turning now to countries in which measures were taken affecting 
the Jews, will you stete as to which countries you hive personal knowledre 
of such operations? 

Ae I have personal knowledge of all measures which were taken in 
Czechoslovakia. I am also informed on the evacuation of Jews from Grecce 
ani the evacuation from Hungarye I also know about certain measures in 
Bulgaria and in Croatia. The measures taken in other countries I heard 
about of course, but didn't have 2 clear picture, 

Qe Considerine the ease of Slovakia, you have already made reference 
to the 17,000 Jews specially selected who were sent from Slovakia. Will 
you tell the Tribunal of the other measures that followed concerning Jews 
in Slovakia? 

I mentioned before that the first 17,000 laborers were Jews; 
about 35,000 Jews, inelucing families, followed. About August or beginning 
this action was stopped in Slovakia and the reasons there- 
for were that 2. large number of Jews were left in Czechoslovakia who had 


the consent of the sovernment to stay in the comtry, and when the 


Slovakian Government made the request to see the Jews, I had to rive an 


unsatisfactory answer, This state of affairs went on until 1944; from 
August of 1942 until September of 1944 no Jews were sent from Czechoslovakia 
Twenty-five to thirty thousand Jews were left in Czechoslovakia, 


Qe ‘whet happened to the first group of 17,000 specially-selected worke 
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Ae This sroup wasn't annihilated, but was used for labor purposes 
in Auschwitz and Lublin. 

2° How do you know that? 

Ae I know this because the Commander of Auschwitz in 1944 came to 
Hungary and made a remark to that effect to me. He said at that time that 
these 17,000 Jews were his best workers in Auschwitz. 

Qe What wes his name? 

A. The Commandant of Auschwitz -- his nome was Hoess. 

Qe What hanpened to the approximitely 35,000 members of the families 
of the Jowish workers? 

Ae They were trented according to the order showed me in Aurust of 
1942. Part of them were left alive if they could be used for work. The 
others were killed. 

Qe How do you know this? 

Ae I know thet from Fichmann and from Hoess, according to the con- 
versations in Hungary. 

Qe Wheat portion of this group remained alive? 

ie Hoess gave me the figures in a conversation with Eichmann, ot 
which I was areasees and he said the rest of the Jews who were left and 
fit for work were about 25 to 30 per cente 

Qe Referring now to the 25,000 Jews who remained in Slovakia until 
September of 1944, do you knwo what was done with them? 

After the Slovak insurrection in the fall of 1944, Hauptsturm 

Fuehrer Brunner sent. through a mon of Eichmann's, andi my wish to fo to 
Slovakia was turned down by Eichmann. Brunner, with the help of 
police and Slovak police, concentrated the Jews and transported 
Auschwitz. According to Brunner's statement, sbout 14,000 were involved. 
A small group which remained, according to my knowledge, in the spring of 


1944 were sent to another city, Theresionstadt, 
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Q What happened to these 35,000 Jews after they were shipped 


from Slovakia? 

A Lassume that they mct with the so-called final solution be= 
cause this order was not rescinded until some weeks after this all 
took placee 

Q Considering now actions in Greece about which you have personal 
knowledge, will you tell the Tribunal of the actions there in a 
chronological sequence? 

A In January, 1943, I was ordered by Eichmann to Berlin and he 
told me that I was to go to Saloniki and in connection with the German - 
military acministration at Mecedonia to solve the Jewish problem theree 


Eichmann's permanent representative was in Saloniki and my departure 


for Saloniki was February '2. The end of January 2, I was told by 


Eichmann that for the technical execution of all astions in Greece, 
Brunner was designated and he was to go with me to Salonikie Brunner 
ras not under mee Hoe acted independently, In February 'h2 we went to 
Seloniki and with the military administration took up our connections 
as the first action. 

Who was the military administration that you dealt with? 

It was Dre Merkel, the chicf of the military administratione 

I believe you used 19):2 once or more in references did you at 
all times refer to 19/3 in dealing with Greece? 

A That is a mistake, These happenings in Grecee took place in 36 

Q What arrangements were made through Dr, Merkel and what actions 
were takon? 

A. In Saloniki Jews were concentrated in certain quarters or certain 
parts of the citye In Saloniki there were about 60,000 Jews of Spanish 
descents Beginning March then, after this concentration had taken place, 
there was a wire from Fichmann to Brunner directing him for the immediate 
transportation of Jews of Saloniki and Macedonia to transport them to 
Auschwitz, With this order Brunner and I went to the military administra- 
tione No cxecptions were to be made and the measures were carricc 
through as planned, Brunner himsclf led this action in Salonikie The 
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transports neccessary were requisitioned from the Vchrmacht Cormandanty 
and Brunner, all he had to co was mention how many cars he necded and 
what time he needed theme 

Q Were any of the Jewish workers retained at the request of Dre- 
Merkel or the military administration? 


& Yes, for railroad construction work and military administration 


wanted about — after this construction was completed, the Jews were 


oturnede Just like the rest, they were transported. to Auschwitz and 
these works were carried out in the frame of the Organization Toct. 
Q What was the number of Jcwish workers rctained for the 
Organization Todt? 
A Three to four thousand, 
Q Was there any illness among the Jows that were concentrated for 
transport? 
A On the whole in this concentration camp there were no special 
cases of illness, but in some of the quarters, parts of the city which 
a certain kinc of typhus and other infections 


contagious cdiscases, especially Tuberculosis of the lungse 


What, if any, communication cid you have with Eichmann concerning 
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this typhus? 

A I told Eichmann by telephone after the wire regarding the 
transportation of all Jews, and told him about these cases of typhus. 
He did not respond to this and ordered the immediate beginning of 
this transportation of the Jews. 

Q Altogether, how many Jews were collected and shipped from 
Greece? 

A There were more than 50,000 Jews. I believe that 5,000 
Jews were transported from Saloniki and Macedonia. 

Q What was the basis for your figure? 

A I, myself, saw a comprehensive report of Brunner's to 
Eichmann, which was dravm up after these Jews had been transported. 
Brunner left Saloniki at the end of May, ')3. From the beginning 
of April until May I was not at Saloniki, and Brunner carried out 
this action alone. 

Q How many transports were used for shipping Jews from 
Saloniki? 

A From twenty to twenty-five cars, transport trains. 

Q And how many were shipped in each transport? 

A There were at least 2000, and in some cases two and a half 
thousand in each. 

Q What type of railway equipment was used for these shipments? 

A Field freight cars. But the evacuees received food to 
last for about ten days. There was chiefly bread, olives, and other 
dried foods, also water and a few other hygienic or sanitary means. 

Q Did you furnish this railway transportation? 

A Transports were furnished by the Wehrmacht. That means 
the cars and the locomotives. The foodstuffs were furnished by the 
military administration. 

Q What did the sub-section IV A } have to do with obtaining 
this transportation, and who in that sub-section dealt with 


transportation? 
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THE PRESIDENT: You needn't go into this in such great 
detail. 

LT. COL. BROOKHART: If your Honor please, this particular 
question, I believe, will have a bearing on the implications 
involving the military administration, but I can cut dom on the 
other details. 

THE PRESIDENT: Well, you've Spent some considerable time 
in describing how many of them were concentrated. Whether it was 
60,000 or how many were kept for the Todt Organization--all those 
details are really unnecessary. 

LT. COL. BROOKHAHT: Very well, sir, 

THE PRESIDENT: You must use your own discretion about 
how you cut down. I don't know what details or what facts you are 
going to prove. 

LT. COL. BROOKHART: If your Honor please, this witness, 
as he has testified, is competent to cover practically all details 
in these Balkan countries. It is not our wish to add accumulative 
evidence, but his testimony does furnish a complete story frem 
the Head Office to the Reichssicherheitshauptamt through the field 
operations and through the final solution. 

THE PRESIDENT: Well, what is he going to prove about 
these 50,000 Jews? 

LT. COL. BROOKHART: An ultimate disposition, sir, as 
far as he knows. 

THE PRESIDENT: What is he going to prove? 

LT. COL. BROOKHART: His ultimate disposition at 
Auschwitz, as far as he knows. 

THE PRESIDENT: Well, you can go on to what ultimately 
happened to them then, 

LT. COL. BROCKHART: What was the destination of these 
transports of Jews from Greece? 


A In every case or in any case Auschwitz. 
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Q What was the ultimate disposition of the Jews sent to 
Auschwitz from Greece? 

A They were without exception brought to the final solution. 

Q During the course of this period were these Jews called 
upon to furnish their own subsistence? 

A I didn't understand the question exactly. 

THE PRESIDENT: The matter 'brought to the final 
solution' I suppose means death. 

LT. COL. BROOKHART: Your Honor, this witness will 
testify that two hundred and eighty million drachmas were deposited 
in the Greek National Bank for the subsistence of these people: 
that this amount was later appropriated by the German military 
administration. That is all I have hope to prove by this question. 

LT. COL. BROOKHART TO THE WITNESS: s that a correct 
statement of your testimony? 

The cash which the Jews possessed was taken away 
and put into a common account at the Bank of Greece after the Jews 
were deported or transported away from Saloniki. Then this 
account was taken over, by the military administration. About 
two hundred and eighty miliion Grachris were involved. 

Q You say the Jews taken to Auschwitz were submitted to the 


final solution: what do you mean by that? 
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A TI mean by that, wich Eichmann told me at the final solution, 
that they were destroyed biologically. As I could gather from my 
conversations with Eichmann, this annihilation tock place in death 
chamberse The bodics were burned, or crematede 

COL. BROOKHiRTs If your Honor please, this witness is able to 
testify as to actions in Hungary, involving approximately five hundred 
thousand Jews» 

THE PRESIDENT: Go on, then, You must use your own Ciscretions 
I cannct present your case for you, 

COL. BRCOKHART: I have no Gesire to present cumulative evidences 

Q Turning to actions in Hungary, will you bricfly outline the 
actions taken there and your participation? 

A After the entry of German troops in Hungary, Eichmann went 
personally with a great staff to Hungary, through an order which was 
signed by the Chief of the SD. I was namec to Bichnann's staff. 
Eichmann began his activities at the end of March; 194he His activities 
in Hungary, that is, 

governmente The first measures which Eichmann, in connection with these 
officials, took, was a concentration of the Jews in Hunsary in eertain 


spotse These measures began in a zone-like arrangement and had their 


beginning in the So-called CarpothoeRussig end Sichenburcen, 


The beginning of this action was the middle of April, 19h. In 
Carpathia, Russia, more than two hundred thousand Russians were eovered 
by this order and through that, in the small towns and rural regions, 
where the Jews were concentrated, almost impossible conditions as to 
food and shelter arose, and from this sitwation arose the ‘suggestion 
of Eichmann to the Hungarians that those Jesrs be transported to Auschwitz 
anc. other concentration canpse 

He insisted that a corresponding request by the Hungarian Government 
be submitted to him, This request was made by Stete Secretary Von Backer, 
anc. the Hungarian police ecarricd through this evacuation, 

Eichmann hinself mace me a liaison officer by Ite Col, Ferency, 
who was app~inted from the Hungarian Ministry to assist in this evanuation, 
The transporting of these Jews fron Yungary begm in May 19 and the 


. 
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transporting away began with the Carpathian district of Russia, 
Siebenburgen, North Hungary and South Hungary and in “est Hungarye 
Budapest was to be evacuated by the end of June but this dic not take 
place because Von Horthy dic not permit it, This action included 
about 50 thousand Jewse A second action took place. 

Q, Will you tell the Tribunal what, if anything, was cone about 
organizing Einsatzgruppe to act in Hungary on the Jewish question? 

A Beginning March, 19h, the so-called Einsatagruppe of the 
Security Police anc SD was made up at Mauthausen. by Linz. Eichmann 
himself had special command -of all people who had special functions 
in his spherey and a special action Kormanco was collected at Mauthausene 
Dr. Geschke was head of this Gruppe in business matterss 

Q What was the meaning of the designation "Special Action Kormmando 
Eichmann", in relation to the movement into Hungary? 

A Eichmann's activities in Hungary included all matters connected 
with the Jewish probleme 

Q Under whose direct supervision was Special section Kommando 
Eichmann organized? 

A I said already that in matters of personnel and economic matters, 
Eichmann was subordinate to Geschke, and Eichmann reported on action 
which he undertook directly to Berlin, cither to Gruppenfuehrer Mueller, 
or, in more important things, to the Chief of the Security Police; 


that was Kaltenbrunner, 


Q During the perioc in which Hungarian Jews were being selected, 


what, if any, contact was made by the Joint Distribution Committee on 


Jewish iffairs, with Eichmann's representative? 


A 


i The Joint Distribution Committee made efforts to have a meeting 
with Eichmann and to try to prevent the Ccestiny of the Hungarian Jews, 


I, myself, facilitated this connection with Eichmann, I wanted to find 


a means that this half-million Jews — that the Jews in Hungary shoyld 
not be coverec by the measures mentionede 

The Joint Distribution Committee made suggestions to Eichmann, and 
requested that the Jews remain in Hungarye Those suggestions were 


specially of a financial naturce Eichmann saw that he had cause to give 
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these suzeestions to Himmler, although he hesitated to do thate 


Hinmler hac further con 
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ferences with Standartenfuchrer Becher, and Recher had conferences with 


Dr# Kastner, and Bichnann wanted to brine those conforences to noucht, He 
wanted to have results — that is, to have as many Jews as possible brought to 
Auschwitz. 

THE PRESIDENT: Necd we go into all these confercnees? Can't you take 
us on to other matters? 

COL. BROOKHART: I didn't hear all of your question, sir, 

THE PRESIDENT: Need we have the details about those conferences? 

COL. BROOKHARTs The witness is inclincd to be lenzthy in his answers,

THE PRESIDENT: You are cxaminine hint 

COL. BROOKHART: Yes sir, 

Q ‘Yas there any money involved in the mectine >ctween Dr. Kastner and 
Eichnann? 

Yes. 

How much? 

A In the first conversations, Dr. Kastner cave Eichmann about three 
million penzos and the amounts mentioned later, I don't know exactly. 
Q To whom did Dr, Kastner five this money and what became of it? 
riven to Eichmann and he vave it to a Treasury and this sum 
was given to the deputy of the SD in Hungary and the security Police, 

Q These actions that you have deseribed involvine approximately )50 
thousand Jews heing moved fron Tunvrary -— were there any official communications 
sent to Berlin concerning these movements? 

Yes. For every transport that left a report was sent to Berlin, 
Eichmann, from time to time, gave comprehensive reports to the RSHA and the 
Chief of the Security Police. 

Now, with reference to the Jews that remained in Budapest, what, if 

any, action was taken acainst them? 

Dr. Salasy took over the government in Hungary, 

We have not yet heard, have we, what happened to those 


in Hungary? If we have, I have missed it. 
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COL. PROOKHART: Iwill ask that question now, sir.

Q Do you mean they were killed? 

A Yes3; with the exception of perhaps 25 or 30% who were used for 
purposes of work and I am referring to the conferences between Hoess and 
Eichmann, which tock place at Budapest. 

Q With referance to the Jews remaining in Bulapest, what happened to 
them? 

4 In October, Novenver 19h, about 30 (perhaps a few thousand more ) 
were taken out and »rcucht to Germany. They were to be used for defensive 
work in Vienna anc to work on those fortifications. iestly women were 

involved. 

These Jews had to take the road from dunzary to the German border by 
foot —- almost 200 kilometres. They were put into March Groups and followed 

specially-designated routes, Their shelter and nutrition on this march 
was very bad. Most cf them tock sick and were exlrusted. I had the mission 
from Eichmann to take over these zroups at the German border and to bring 
them to the Gauleitunz Lower Danube fer purposes cf work.

Now, you mentioned, of course, the labor by Jews, the taking of 
Jows from Slovakia at auschwitz, where they were used for work, Then later, 
you mentioned those Jews from Hungary that came to the southcast wall 
fortification. Do you know whether a man in charge, Chief of Labor, 


Snauckel, wes conncected with this office as a result of thnt, or his 
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tion is in any way connected with these things? 
as the Jews from Slovakia are concerned, Sauckel had 
nothing to do with these. It was an internal matter for the inspector 
of the concentration camp system of these Jews, the takine of Jews for the 
southcest wall fortification. I can not count quickly enough to answer 
this question. I do not know how far Sauckel was connected with this. 
The Jews which were taken from Eungary borders to work he turned over to 


the Gnuleiter of the lower Danube.

SERV: I have not further. qucstions to ask the witness. 
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BY DR. BABEL (Counsel for SS and SD) 

Q You taiked about measures of the Security Police and of 
the SD, and you mentioned these organizations several times in your 
testimony. Do you use these designations officially, or shall I 
take it from this testimony that the SD, Security Service, was 
participating? 

A The actions that I mentioned and which were carried out 
by Amt IV, Gestapo, if I mentioned the Chief of the SD, I mention 
it because it was the official dusiondtton. 

Q Wot to mention the SD especially--the SD as far as these 
Jewish measures were concerned, was it involved? 

The SD as an organization was not involved. Some of the 
leaders which worked with Eichmann came from the SD, I myself also, 
but they were ordered to Amt IV to the Gestapo. 

Q The former members of the SS, of the SD, who later were 
active in the Gestapo, were they still members of their former 
organization, or were they members of the Gestapo? 

A No, they were still with the SD. 

Q I sce, and as mombers of the SD or in carrying out the 
orders of the Gestapo-- 

We belonged for the carrying out of this order 
Gestapo. Our orders came from the Gestapo. 

Q From Amt IV. And in connection with this, one more 
question. Someone who was an outsider, could he get any sense 
out of this labyrinth? 

: it was almost impossible to do that. 
Do any others of the Defense Counsel 
wish to cross-examine this witness?

which is on a totally different subject. 
PRESIDENT: On what subject is the other witness? 

Well, he is on the subject of identifying two 
of the defendants at one of the concentration camps. I don't like 
to mention his name to the Defense unless you wish me to. 

THE PRESIDENT: Very well. Then you will call those two 
witnesses tomorrow? 

COLO MI MEN : your Lordship. I don't think either of 
them will take more than twenty minutes apicce. 

THE PRESIDENT: Then you will go on with the evidence against 
the High Command?
